Even with trends showing a de¬ 
cline in personal robberies on the 
LRT system, the Edmonton Police 
are asking riders to stay vigilant so 
those numbers stay moving in the 
right direction. 

Edmonton police are particu¬ 
larly concerned about people trav¬ 
elling near the Clareview LRT sta¬ 
tion, where 14 personal robberies 
have occurred with similar suspects 
since January 2011. 

At a news conference yesterday, 
Const. Dana Gehring said those rob¬ 
beries appeared to stop in April, 
but then another one occurred in 
August. 

“We wanted to take a proactive 
approach to make sure that parents

and student are aware of some of 
the things they can do.” 

He said students travelling often 
display expensive items very openly 
and also pay attention to the gadg¬ 
ets at the expense of the world 
around them. 

“They seem to tune out when 
they are playing with these items 
and they are not aware of their sur¬ 
roundings.” 

The suspect in the robberies 
have been described as black males 
between the ages of 14 and 25. 

There have been between two 
and five of them and in two in¬ 
stances the victims were assaulted, 
while in others they were threat¬ 
ened. 

City officials stressed the system 
sees 400,000 rides a day almost all 
without incident.

Crown wants 
Baumgartnersent 
directly to trial 

The Alberta Crown wants 
the case of a man accused 
of fatally shooting three se¬ 
curity guards to go directly 
to trial without a prelimin- 
aiy hearing. 

Travis Baumgartner was 
charged with three counts 
of first-degree murder and 
one of attempted murder 
following a June 15 armed 
robbery on the University 
of Alberta campus. The 
Crown says there is enough 
evidence to go to trial with¬ 
out spending months in a 
preliminary hearing. 

Baumgartner, 21, is to 
be back in court Sept. 7. He 
was arrested a day after the 
robbery at the Canada-U.S. 
border with $334,000 in a 
backpack. 

The guards who died in¬ 
cluded Michelle Shegelski, 
26, Eddie Rejano, 39, and 
Brian Ilesic, 35.

RCMP shooting 
case delayed 

There is a delay in setting 
a preliminary hearing date 
for a man charged with 
attempted murder in the 
shooting of two Alberta 
RCMP. Sawyer Robison 
appeared in Camrose court 
Wednesday but had his case 
put over to Sept. 13. His 
preliminaiy hearing was 
set for October, but due to 
a conflict in his lawyer’s 
schedule, that date will now 
be moved. 

Constables Sheldon 
Shah and Sid Gaudette were 
shot and wounded on Feb. 

7 near Killam, Alta., when 
they went to execute a 
search warrant at Robison’s 
family farm. Police said Ro¬ 
bison was inside the house 
during the shooting, then 
drove off. His uncle, Brad 
Clarke, was found dead 
inside following a lengthy 
standoff, the Canadian press 



City hopes construction 
delays can be offset in fall

Major construction pro¬ 
jects in Edmonton are be¬ 
ing slowed down by the wet 
summer weather, but city 
officials are still hopeful 
they will make significant 
progress this year. 

The major projects in 
the downtown core, in¬ 
cluding Jasper Avenue and 
108th Street will both be re¬ 


opened to traffic, but will 
then return to construction 
next year. 

“They are going to get 
as much done as they pos¬ 
sibly can this year and they 
will have two lanes over the 
wintertime,” said the city’s 
director of special projects 
Byron Nicholson. 

Other projects in the 
city, where new roads are 
being built or widened, will 
be much more weather de¬ 
pendent, Nicholson said. 

“We are really hoping for 
a good fall.” 

The construction on 
Jasper, as well as the work 
on 108th Street will con¬ 
tinue until winter stops the 
work, 

“We go until freeze up, 
winter could be the middle 


of October or it could be 
late November.” 

Coun. Kerry Diotte raised 
concerns over construction 
at Wednesday’s city council 
meeting. He said many resi¬ 
dents are concerned about 
areas where there are lane 
closures, but no signs of 
work. 

“People seem to have 
the feeling that it takes too 
long to get construction 
completed.” 

Diotte asked for a report 
on how projects are mon¬ 
itored and how they are 
planned, because residents 
have raised concerns that 
all their regular routes be¬ 
come blocked in a single 
season. 

The report will come 
back to council in several

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Demand for outreach at 
downtown library prompts 
program expansion

The Stanley A. Milner Library 
is learning that if you build it, 
they will come. 

Often, the downtown Ed¬ 
monton Public Library branch 
is frequented by homeless or 
marginalized members of so¬ 
ciety, which is why provincial 
funding allocated in May 2011 
was used to hire social workers 
to perform outreach work. 

The program has become 
extremely popular, meaning a 
growth in staff. 

“We added another position 
and we provided a few more 
hours ... and that was really in 
response to the volume of work 
and the need that was showing 
up in our library,” said manager 
Virginia Clevette. 

David MacMain was hired 
this past spring, and joins 
Jared Tkachuk and part-timer 


Lucinda Johnston Lawrence. 

Prior to MacMain being 
hired, Tkachuk said he met 
with an average of 20 clients 
per day. 

That number is now closer 
to 30. 

News has spread mostly 
through word of mouth, and 
not only about housing, em¬ 
ployment and medical servi¬ 
ces, but relationships of trust 
and support, as well. 

“There is no stigma at¬ 
tached to the library, so 
people don’t feel ashamed of 
coming here,” said MacMain. 
“And because of that, people 
are coming here a lot.” 

And not only are more 
people seeking help during 
visits, there has been a de¬ 
crease in trouble at the library. 

There was a 36 per cent 
decrease from 2010 to 2011 
for incidents in which police 
had to be called, and Clevette 
said for the first part of 2012, 
there has been about a 50 per 
cent drop from the 
same period last 
year.

Bail denied. Woman 
accused of ordering dogs 
to attack another woman 


A Calgaiy judge has denied bail 
to a central Alberta woman 
charged in a vicious dog attack 
earlier this month. 

Rita Phillip, 57, wasn’t able 
to attend her first scheduled 
court appearance Monday be¬ 
cause she was taken to hospital 
from the Calgary Remand Cen¬ 
tre. She was in visible pain and 
grimaced as she sat down in the 
prisoner’s docket Wednesday 
before asking the court bailiff 
for a glass of water. 

Phillip is charged with ag¬ 
gravated assault relating to 
the attack at a trailer park in 
Sundre earlier this month. She 
is accused of ordering her two 
pit-bull type dogs to attack a 
26-year-old Calgaiy woman 
who was visiting her. 


A publication ban was 
placed on all evidence heard 
during the Wednesday’s bail 
hearing. 

Provincial court Judge 
Cheiyl Daniel ordered Phillip 
to remain in custody until her 
next court appearance in Dids- 
bury on Sept. 10. 

Phillip sat hunched over in 
the prisoner’s box looking at 
the floor throughout the bail 
hearing. 

RCMP responded to an early 
morning 911 call from a home 
at the Sundre Mobile Estates 
Park on Aug. 18. 

The young woman who was 
victim of the attack was found 
lying unconscious behind a 
closed bedroom door in a pool 
of blood.

“It is a breadth of 
intellect, he seemed to 
want to know as much 
about everything as he 
possibly could,” he said. 


University officials said 
they were still talking 
with Kornelsen’s family 
about how the school 
might honour his 
memory. 

Kowalslcy said even 
if tragedy hadn’t 
happened he would have 
remembered Kornelsen. 

“He was one of those 
few students that 
matter what happens. I 
will probably never forget 
his name.”

Province 
cancels 
police college 

Just weeks after the Alberta 
government awarded the 
construction contract to build 
a long-awaited police training 
college in Fort Macleod, Solici¬ 
tor General Jonathan Denis 
cancelled the project Wednes¬ 
day, saying it was not viable. 

“This was a veiy difficult 
decision for me and the rest of 
the department, but it’s one I 
believe is in the best interests 
of the taxpayers as well as 
law enforcement,” Denis told 
reporters. 

Opposition politicians 
immediately denounced it 
as political payback. Fort 
Macleod, near Lethbridge, is in 
the riding of Livingstone-Mac- 
leod. It had been a longtime 
stronghold of the governing 
Progressive Conservatives, but 
residents voted in a member 
of the opposition Wildrose 
Party in the spring election. 

Denis said politics had no 
part in the decision. He said 
recent discussions with the 
Alberta Association of Chiefs 
of Police over recruiting and 
training was the tipping point 
for the proposed Alberta Pub¬ 
lic Security and Law Enforce¬ 
ment Training Centre. 

“The communication that I 
received and some discussions 
that we’ve had raise some ser¬ 
ious concerns about whether 
this college is required,” he 
said. 

His office confirmed $1.9 
million has been spent de¬ 
veloping the site and design¬ 
ing the $ 122-million college. 

Fort Macleod Mayor Shawn 
Patience was furious about 
the decision. “I’m more than 
distraught at this moment,” 
he said. 

“The effort that this com¬ 
munity has put in it, to see 
this evolve after the contract 
was awarded — absolutely not 
only unbelievable, but I’m at a 
bit of a loss for words.”

Alberta 
researchers investigate 
predator dinos found in China 


Fatal crash. No changes need 
to be made to area: Calgary 
skateboarder’s parents 


It’s all in the belly of a beast. 

Research suggests the 
Sinocalliopteiyx gigas, a small 
carnivorous dinosaur found in 
northeastern China, was likely 
a ruthless and efficient hunter 
with a voracious appetite. 

The theory is contained in 
a report published Wednesday 
in the journal PLOS ONE. The 
authors, led by Phil Bell of the 
Alberta-based Pipestone Creek 
Dinosaur Initiative, investigat¬ 
ed the abdominal contents of 
two specimens of Sinocalliop- 
teiyx gigas. 

The creature was about 
two metres long and weighed 
about 20 kilograms. It ran on 
its hind legs and had long fore-

arms with three sharp claws. 
One specimen appeared to 
have eaten a bird-lilce dinosaur, 
and the other’s abdominal cav¬ 
ity contained the remains of at 
least two primitive birds. 

“Now these dinosaurs were 
not flying so if we assume the 
other option then these ani¬ 
mals were pretty nifty hunt¬ 
ers,” Bell said, the Canadian press

Americans. 


“The president has de¬ 
clared that the debate over 
government-controlled 
health care is over. 

“That will come as news 
to the millions of Americans

Ryan said.

Those accused of planning 
and taking part in the attacks 


targeted the hair and beards 
of Amish bishops because of 
the spiritual significance of 
them in the faith, prosecu¬ 
tors said. 

Most Amish men do not 
shave their beards after mar¬ 
riage, believing it signifies 
their devotion to God.

Floodwaters. Rescue

Tropical storm Isaac continued 
to lash New Orleans with 
heavy rains Wednesday even 
as it was downgraded to a trop¬ 
ical storm, as a newly-fortified 
levee system appeared to be 
holding exactly seven years 
after Hurricane Katrina dev¬ 
astated the city. In a drenched 
part of rural Louisiana, rescu¬ 
ers on boats snatched dozens 
of people stranded by flood- 
waters. 

In New Orleans, power 
lines were downed and debris 
littered the streets, prompting 
officials to impose a dusk-to- 
dawn curfew. Louisiana of¬ 
ficials said they may have to 
intentionally breach a levee in 
a flooded area as Isaac made 
a slow, drenching slog inland 
from the Gulf of Mexico. 

In a hard-hit rural area 
southeast of New Orleans, offi¬ 


cials rescued dozens of people 
by boat, while authorities 
feared more in Plaquemines 
Parish could need help after 
a night of slashing rain and 
fierce winds that knocked out 
power to more than 700,000 
households. 

Isaac has top sustained 
winds of 112 km/h, just below 
the hurricane threshold of 119 
km/h. 

The hurricane also can¬ 
celled commemoration cere¬ 
monies Wednesday for Ka¬ 
trina’s 1,800 dead in Louisiana 
and Mississippi. Isaac was test¬ 
ing a New Orleans levee system 
bolstered by $14 billion in fed¬ 
eral repairs and improvements 
after the catastrophic failures 
during Katrina. 

Army Corps spokeswoman 
Rachel Rodi said the city’s big¬ 
ger, stronger levees were with¬ 
standing the assault. 

“The system is performing 
as intended, as we expected,” 
she said. “We don’t see any 
issues with the hurricane sys¬ 
tem at this point.” 

Rescuers in boats and trucks 
plucked a handful of people 
who became stranded by flood- 
waters in thinly populated 


areas of southeast Louisiana. 

Although Isaac was much 
weaker than Katrina, the threat 
of dangerous storm surges and 
flooding from heavy rain was 
expected to last all day and 
into the night as the immense 
comma-shaped storm crawled 


across Louisiana. 

Water driven by the large 
and powerful storm flooded 
over a 30-kilometre stretch of 
one levee in Plaquemines Par¬ 
ish. The levee, one of many 
across the low-lying coastal 
zone, is not part of the new 


defences constructed in New 
Orleans after Katrina. 

The storm not only coincid¬ 
ed with the Katrina anniver¬ 
sary, but also the first major

Indian court convicts 32 
Hindus over deadly riots 


2002 Gujarat killings. 

More verdicts to be 
issued this year for 
anti-Muslim clash 
that left 1,100 dead 


An Indian court convicted a for¬ 
mer state government minister 
and 31 other people Wednes¬ 
day in connection with deadly 
anti-Muslim riots that shook 
the western state of Gujarat in 
2002. 

The violence, which killed 
more than 1,100 people, al¬ 


most all Muslims, began after a 
train fire on Feb. 27, 2002, that 
killed 60 Hindu pilgrims. Hin¬ 
du mobs, convinced Muslims 
set the fire, rampaged through 
towns and villages burning 
Muslim homes and businesses. 

Rights groups and survivors 
have accused the state govern¬ 
ment, controlled by the Hindu 
right-wing Bharatiya Janata 
Party, of not doing enough to 
stop the violence, and even 
stoking it. 

The convictions Wednesday 
stemmed from an attack out¬ 
side Gujarat’s capital that killed 
95 people, the associated press

A professional tennis referee 
beat her elderly husband to 
death with a coffee cup and 
used the broken handle to re¬ 
peatedly stab him before judg¬ 
ing a tennis match and getting 
a manicure, prosecutors said in 
court Wednesday 

The actions of Lois Ann 
Goodman showed premedita¬ 
tion and a lack of remorse, Dep¬ 
uty District Attorney Sharon 
Ransom said while urging a 
judge to keep her bail at $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

Goodman, who has refereed 
matches between many tennis 
greats, was arrested last week 



in New York just before she was 
to referee at the U.S. Open. 

After considering defence 
arguments, Superior Court 
Commissioner Mitchell Block 
reduced bail to $500,000 for the 
70-year-old defendant and al¬ 
lowed home confinement with 
electronic monitoring after bail 


is posted. 

In making the ruling, Block 
said he considered her close ties 
to the community, her age and 
lack of a criminal record. 

About two dozen supporters 
filled the Van Nuys courtroom 
as Goodman pleaded not guilty 
to murdering her 80-year-old 
husband. 

Her husband, Alan Good¬ 
man, died in April. Authorities 
initially believed he likely fell 
down stairs at home while she 
was away, but later decided it 
was murder. 

Defence attorney Alison 
Triessl has claimed her client 
was physically incapable of 
committing the crime. Triessl 
wrote in a previous filing that 
Goodman has many infirm¬ 
ities, including knee and shoul¬ 
der replacements. 

The Goodmans had been 
married nearly 50 years and 
have three grown daughters.

BoC. Carney made 
too much of $526B 
held in reserve by 
corporations says TD 
Bank's Craig Alexander 


When Bank of Canada gov¬ 
ernor Mark Carney called 
$526 billion in corporate 
cash “dead money,” he was 
overstating the facts, a chief 
economist of a major Can¬ 
adian bank says. 

Businesses have been a 


major contributor to the 
economic recovery from the 
recession, TD Bank chief 
economist Craig Alexander 
wrote in a note to clients 
Wednesday. 

Companies have created 
80 per cent of the 721,700 
new jobs since mid-2009, 
while business investment 
in machinery and equipment 
is just 2.3 per cent below its 
pre-recession peak. 

“It is true that firms have 
increased their holdings of 
cash, but calling all of it dead 
money is overstated,” TD 


Waiting for greater certainty 


Bank chief economist Craig 
Alexander wrote in a note to 
clients Wednesday. 

Having said that, Alex¬ 
ander also agreed that Can¬ 
adian companies need to do 
more to boost the country’s 
competitiveness. 


“The simple truth is that, 
at the economy-wide level, 
businesses under invested 
prior to the recession and 
they cannot let the prevail¬ 
ing risks paralyze them from 
investing in the coming 
quarters. 


They have to build for the 
future.” 

Other reports have said 
paying the excess out to in¬ 
vestors in the form of higher 
dividends may not do much 
to boost the economy. 

Most shareholders are re¬ 
investing their dividends to 
boost their retirement nest 
eggs rather than using the 
money to buy things, Stefane 
Marion, chief economist of 
the National Bank of Canada, 
wrote in a recent commen¬ 
tary for clients. 

Marion was referring to a 


recent comment by Carney 
that cash-rich companies 
who are unwilling to boost 
their investment in machin¬ 
ery and equipment should 
instead pay out higher divi¬ 
dends and let investors 
spend the money. 

Carney made his remarks 
after speaking to a Can¬ 
adian Auto Workers conven¬ 
tion last week where union 
president Ken Lewenza ac¬ 
cused companies of sitting 
on $526 million in cash in¬ 
stead of investing in workers 
and jobs, torstar news service

Sentencing. 

Tech-file 
thief nets 
four years 
in jail 

A Chinese-born American con¬ 
victed of stealing trade secrets 
from Motorola was sentenced 
Wednesday to four years in 
prison in a case that both the 
judge and prosecutors hoped 
would send a message to those 
who might be tempted to si¬ 
phon vital information from 
American companies. 

“In today’s world, the most 
valuable thing that anyone 
has is technology.... 

“The most important thing 
this country can do is protect 
its trade secrets,” U.S. District 
Judge Ruben Castillo said be¬ 
fore sentencing Hanjuan Jin. 

Jin, who worked as a soft¬ 
ware engineer for Motorola 
Inc. for nine years, was 
stopped during a random 
security search at Chicago’s 
O’Hare International Airport 
on Februaiy 28, 2007, before 
she could board a flight to 
China. 

Prosecutors say she was 
carrying $31,000 and hun¬ 
dreds of confidential Motorola 
documents, many stored on 
a laptop, four external hard 
drives, thumb drives and 
other devices which she was 
intending to take to China.

1 White bread contains 
calcium carbonate.

Recipe. Gluten, sugar and 
dairy free Polenta Pizza 


1 Bring 1 litre of water to 
the boil and add the bouil¬ 
lon powder. Reduce the heat 
and slowly pour in the polen¬ 
ta whisking all the time until 
blended. Reduce the heat to 
its lowest setting add half 
the lemon zest and juice, 4 
of the crushed garlic cloves, 
the thyme and a good pinch 
of salt and pepper and gently 
cook, stirring occasionally 
for about 45 minutes or until 
the polenta pulls away from 
the side of the pan and is 
very thick. 

2 Meanwhile, bring an¬ 
other pan of water to 
the boil. Add 1 teaspoon of 
salt and boil the chard for 
about 3-4 minutes until the 
thick part is just tender. 
Remove, drain and season 
with some salt and oil (don’t 
forget to stir the polenta). 
Heat two tablespoons of oil 
in another pan over high 
heat. Fry the mushrooms for 
about two minutes. Add 1 of 



the crushed garlic cloves and 
stir for 30 seconds to release 
the garlic flavour. Transfer to 
a bowl, toss with the parsley 
and season with salt, the re¬ 
maining lemon zest and juice 
and some olive oil. When the 
polenta is ready, transfer to 
baking sheet and spread out 
to a thickness of about 2 cm. 
Cool for 30 min.

• 2 teaspoons agave syrup 

• l teaspoon ground cinnamon 

• l teaspoon desiccated coco¬ 

nut (and extra to serve) 


I Sift the flour, baking 
powder and salt in a large 
mixing bowl and make a well 
in the middle. 

2 In a separate bowl, whisk 
together the eggs and the 
milk. Gradually pour into 
the well in the flour mixture, 
mixing all the time until you 
get a smooth batter. 



Allow the batter to rest for 
30 minutes. When ready, 
heat a little oil in a nonstick 
frying pan until hot. Stir the 
batter and pour a small ladle- 
full into the pan, swirling so 
that the mixture spreads to 
the edges. Cook until the top 
of the pancake starts to bub¬ 
ble — less than 1 minute. 
Then flip it over and cook 
until golden. Repeat until you 
finish the batter.

5 Slice the bananas and add 
to the hot pan.

Let the liquid 
bubble away for 30 seconds 
then remove from the heat 
and transfer to a bowl.

In fact, the Cap¬ 
ital Regional District’s website 
has a complete list of rain bar¬ 
rel retailers in the Victoria, B.C., 


area under the Water Services 
section. You can also search the 
classifieds, in print or online! 

It’s a worthy investment. 
They can cost over $250, de¬ 
pending on the size and manu¬ 
facturer. 

Price also depends on the 
added bells and whistles, such 
as filtering systems, spigots and 
mosquito-proofing measures. 

But before you buy, check to 
see if your city offers a subsidy 
or distributes rain barrels to 
residents. 


Did you know that more 
than 40 per cent of residential 
treated drinking water is used 
to water lawns and gardens? 

Collect rain water on your 
property to reduce the waste of 
potable water, especially during 
the drier summer months. 

Benefits of rain barrels 

• Rainwater harvesting can re¬ 
duce storm drainage load, in¬ 
cluding reducing the chance of 
basement flooding. 

• Direct water away from your 


home’s foundation. 

• Provide naturally softened 
and chlorine-free water — ex¬ 
cellent for delicate houseplants, 
cleaning the car and window¬ 
washing. 

• Reduce your water bill. 
Additional tips 

• Select a rain barrel size that 
will hold most of the rain that 
comes off your roof. You may 
need to buy one for each down¬ 
spout to be sure. 

• Install the rain barrel on a 


rain 

level surface (it can weigh up to 
545 kilograms when full), even 
elevating it with paving stones 
to take advantage of a gravity 
feed. 

• Make your barrel mosquito- 
proof by adding a lid to it. 

• Maintain your system 
by clearing roofs and rain gut¬ 
ters of debris, cleaning any 
screens in the tank, and oc¬ 
casionally removing the sedi¬ 
ment by draining and cleaning 
the tank. 

• Don’t drink the water!

Whether you are buying or selling, the 
Edmonton real estate market is a good 
place to be. 

“The Edmonton market is stable. Sales 
are up and prices are up,” says Jon Hall, 
spokesperson for the Edmonton Real Es¬ 


tate Board. “Edmonton is in a very good 
position right now.” 

Hall says there has been a lot of move¬ 
ment in the condo market in July, with 
the average price for a condo going for 
approximately $237,700.

For first-time buyers in the current 
market, Hall recommends taking a good 
look at condos in the city. 

“That is really where you should be 
looking as a first time buyer,” says Hall. 

With the current prices, buying a 
condo should save you about $50,000, but 
Hall adds that condo living is a lifestyle 
choice and buyers should not forget about 
condo fees. 

Because there is a bit of a shortage in 
low priced condos, Hall also recommends 
not putting off the decision on a condo 
too long. 

“If you like it, you better snap it up 
right away,” says Hall.

“You just have to make the 
paper wet and fill it with 
vegetables, tofu, avocado, 
mango, pineapple, noodles — 


whatever you like,” she says. 

Or Try A Brand New Filling 

Such as pressed cottage cheese. 
“It has more protein than a 


cream cheese and if you want 
to sweeten it up, you could 
spread a fruit jam on it,” she 
says. Look for it in the daily 
cooler in the supermarket.
